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THREE NEW MAMMALS FROM SIAM.

L Faguma lar^ata vagans, subsp. nov. 

Tyiye. Skill of Female, No. 2655/OBK. Collected at Sikawl:ui\ 40 
mileii N. W. of Baheiig, Western Siam, 1500 ft., on Feb. 27th, 1917, 
by Mr. K. G. Gairclnei\ Original muiiber 374. 

CharadeTS* Differs from larvaia vtilrudens Wrongliton, 

from Myitkyina, Nortli Burma,* in liaving the Itair of the upper parts 
tipped with black instead of biitf, the white stripe not extending 
beyond the neck, the pale spot above the eye conflueiit with the patch 
below the eai% the fore*aeck cream, the ventral surface creamy with 
l>ale grey bases to tlie hairs except on the fore-neck and posterior abdo¬ 
men where the fur i.i nniculorous, and the hind legs strongly tinged 
with ocliraceoiis on their inner sides. 

Fur of two kinds on the upper surface:“-a wool!}' under-fur of 
a drab colour, sometimes tipped with bulfy; and longer harsber 
hairs with drab bases succeeded by a black and a buffy anniilatiuii and 
a black tip>. 

Colour* A creamy stripe, broadest on tlie face, extending fro in 
the muzzle to the end of the nape; a creamy spot below the eyes; 
trom above the eyes a ereamy area extending beneatli the ears down¬ 
wards to the fore-neck. 

Rest of head with ears, clietdis^ chin and throat blackish brow n, 
this colour bordering the pale stripe and dying out on the shoulders. 
Fore and hind feet blackish brown. 

Remainder of upper parts and limbs pale smoky grey siiliused 
with buffy, the black annulations very iiaiTow, the black tips most 
marked along the inicldie Hue of the back ; rump w'ashed witli isabelline 
and inner sides of hind limbs wdth ocliraceoiis. 

Throat and posterior abdomen creamy to the bases of the hairs; 
the rest of tlie under body paler, the hairs with pale grey bases. 

Tail wuth pi'oximal half like the rump, becoming blackish brown 
distally where only the base of the fur is huffy; extreme tip creamy.

Meamremetits* Head and bod}^ 610; tail, 575; liindfoot, 74; 
ear, 50 mm. Of the skull I am unable to give any details as it was 
carried off by some animal while diying: it i)iobably possessed no 
characters that would differentiate it from iieigliboiiring races, 

Iiemarks. Animals from S.outIi Tenasserini and Band on, Penin¬ 
sular Siam, connect this race with rointsta jMiller, from Trang*; they 
are not so dull as vagans but less fulvous and buffy than the oHier, and 
the nape stripe is faintly indicated : they do not appear distinct enough, 
however, to justify the bestowal of a name, 

2, Rattus griseiveil ter rahengis, subsp. nov. 

Ti/pes- Male vix ad, and female a h from Me Ta^v. 40 miles 
,N. W, of ihdieug, W, Siam, 1500 ft [Nos, 2637, 3/CBK]. Collected 
by Mr, K* G. tJairdiier on 2 Ft;b, 1017. Orig. Nos^ 459, 460. 

Clutracters, Differs from IhtUns ijriseivenier (Boidiote) in being 
more woolly (less spiny) and much darker above ; liaiids and feet white 
throughout, not largely brown, Mamuue 3—3=12, 

Colour. Above tlark brown grizzled with ochraceoua tawny, 
sides and limbs greyish brown ; under-parts neutral grey washed with 
creamy in the male, with pale buff in the female. Tail dark through¬ 
out : ten rings to the centimetre at the middle, 

SItuU and teeih>. Compared with tliat of H. (j, ijriseimnteT^ the 
skull has the nasals unicli longer, pointed posteriorly and extending 
backwards well beyond a line joining the front borders of the orbital 
spaces ; bullae smaller, less dilated and narrower: the teetli larger. 

The palatal foramina extend about ,5 mm, behind a line joining 
the roots of the molars, tlie tooth rows diverge posteriorly and the 
front edge of the anteorbital plate is convex and overhangs the base 
(considerably in the female). 

Revtmrhs. I have referred tliese animals to R. ijTiseiventer 
(Bonhotej blit it should not necessaril}'be inferred that I regard the 
latter as the true superform of the species to which both belong : they

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seem, liawever, related to it, and it is the earliest, undoubtedly allied 

mce, I am able to compare them with for the moment. 

For com pari son j the dimensions of the t^^pe of iJ. ruJmcomj 

(Anderson, Zool. Hes. Yunnan, p. 306) from the conntiy btdaveen 
Bhamo and Momein, are given: tliongli also a grey-bellied rat, it will 
be seen that it is a far smaller animal ; the skiill of 11. f/. ralmujis is 
lieavy with strong ridges wJiereas the other’s looks more like that of a 
gigantic H. cojicolor. 
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3. Eattus rajah siarma, snbsp, nov.

Type. Adult male (skin and skull ) from Sikawtor, 40 miles

Dlaf/nosis. Sliglitly darker than E. rajah finis'^ from S. E, Siam 
aiKl with sliorter nasals: these are more truncate posteriorly and 
always, apparantly, fall clecicledly short of a line joining the front 
extremities of the orbital spaces ; hi finis the nasals are nearly always 
protracted backwards beyond such a line, and the ends are more 
rounded or pointed: in the present race the posterior ends of the 
)3remaxlllaries are also less oblique. This form is doiler above than 
R. rajah surifer (Miller) of l^eninsuhir Siam.
